that it "reserves all rights 
of the United States and

these rights are violated. 
Secretary Hull issued a formal 
statement declaring: "The govern- 
ment of the United States has not 
abandoned any of Its rights as a 
neutral under International law." 
He detailed the various steps 
taken through American 
legisla- 
tion such as restrictions of travel 
on belligerent vessels, loans and 
credits to belligerents, but said: 
"These restrictive measures do 
not and cannot constitute a mod- 
ification of the principles of in- 
ternational law but rather thiy 
require nationals of the United 
States to forego, until the con- 
gress shall decide otherwise, .!iie 
exercls 
of certain rights 
under 


those principles." 
Hull added: 
"The principles of international 
law as regards neutrals and bel- 
ligerents 
have 
been 
evolved 
through the Centuries. While bel-

NEEDED MEET LARGER 
DEMAND ANTICIPATED 


ICKES WANTS ILLINOIS PASS 


CONSERVATION LAW;

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(/P)— 


New oil reserves would be needed 
if the nation was to meet an ex- 
pected increased demand for 
troleum products "in (these unset- 
tled times;" Russell B. Brown, gen- 
eral counsel of the Independent 
Petroleum Association of America, 
said today. 
In a report to members of the or- 


ganization, Brown recalled that at 
the start of the world war oil 
wells of the United States were 
producing at capacity. 
"Today under conservation pro 
grams," ho said, "a relatively small 
part of our potential is being pro- 
duced. This production can be in- 
creased but to prevent waste re- 
sulting from an unprecedented in- 
crease in consumption, new reservea 
will bo needed," 


Secretary Ickes said 
today he 
was "still hoping Governor Hornei 
of Illinois will Include an oil con- 
servation bill in the call for a spe- 
cial session of the state legisla- 
ture." 
Ickes has criticized production

life of an average Londoner; 
He gets up early mainly because 


the nightly blackout sends him to 
bed early. He sees his children 
off to school before he leaves for 
work, their gas masks slung over 
their shoulders. 
He lives in the suburbs and so 
his wife used to drive him to the 
train in their tiny car each morn- 
ing. Gasoline 
rationing 
hasn't 
started ydt but even so they aren't 
Using their cars. Gas, about 40 
cents a gallon in peace time, will 
be even higher in wartime. 
So the average Londoner walks 


to thu train, his gas mask bump- 
Ing against his hip. 
In town, ho walks from the 
station to the office. Ho used to 
lake a bus or subway. But now 
the service is restricted. 
His business day isn't the same 
either. He's an air raid warden 
for his building and ho has to 
attend a conference with other 
wardens. 
Even the building has chang- 


ed. Sandbags are piled up to the 
second story and the windows are 
covered with cellophane or criss- 
crossed with tape to prevent shat- 
tering.

Polenskl declared the Germans 
had used incendiary bombs and had 
"shelled and machine-gunned pan- 
icy crowds which had taken refuge 
in fields outside the city limits. 
"Hospitals were pitiful sights dur- 
ing the air raids/' the broadcaster 
said. 
A staff officer who broadcast a 
description of fighting In the su- 
burbs said roads were "blocked ( 
with smashed lorries, cars, dead 
soldiers, women and children."

Prevalence of malaria In Texas 
Ihts summer and fall, though less 


. than in the past three years, la 
•uffleient to make malaria con- 
trol a matter of importance both 
to communities and the individu- 
al citizen. 


The efforts of the State depart- 


ment of health, and 
Individuals, 


and the prolonged droughts in 
many sections of Texas havo cur- 
tailed the Incidence of malaria in 
those same areas, according to 
records of malaria cases as report- 
ed to the department. 


Tho summer months saw the 
greatest prevalence of malaria In 
Texas—451 coses being reported 
In June, 844 in July and 013 In Au- 
gust, as cantrasted to 102 cases 
reported In January, 132 in Febru- 
ary and 275 In May. 


Malaria is caused by a micro- 
scoplc parasite and Is spread by 
several species of Anophellne mos- 
quitoes; these are probably less 
abundant than usual this season 
because the decrease In rainfall has 
dried up pools In which the mos- 
quitoes would normally breed. 
From the standpoint of malaria, 
It Is important to stop breeding of 
mosquitoes within and near city 
limits and homes. 
The draining 


of ditches will hel" to prevent the 
breeding of the common pestifer- 
ous misqulto, and also of the Ano- 
phellne species; the latter, howev- 
er, is more apt to bo found in pools 
and the larger ditches where weeds 
and plant life give harborage 
to 
the mosquitoes. 


Chills and fever, which usually 


occur every other day after sunset 
of the Illness, ore the chief symp- 
toms of malaria.' The malaria par- 
asite is readily found through ex- 
amination of blood smears of the 
patient.

souls are similarly perplexed, 


Fortunately, from both the Old 


and New Testaments, we have def- 
initions of religion in 
capsule 


form, easily understood by any- 
body and making clear that "the 
letter killeth, but the spirit glv- 
eth life." Our Lesson today IB a 
study of Mioah, who wrote the 
most familiar and popular defini- 
tion of Old Testament 
religion: 


"What doth the Lord require of 
thee, but to do justly, to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God." 


In other words, but to the same 


purport, Jesus said, "Thou shall 
love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart.,., and thy neighbor as 
thyself." 


Flaying on the same note, James 


wrote, "Pure religion and unde- 
flled before God our Father Is 
this, to visit the fatherless and 
widows In their affliction, and to 
keep one's self unspotted from the 
world." 


Considering the Other Fellow 
We talk about social justice and 


social service as if they were dis- 
coveries of our time, Whereas all 
these Bible summaries of the good 
life are attuned to the social note. 
Getting right with God requires 
getting right with man—doing jus- 
tice, loving mercv: loving a neigh- 
bor as one's self; caring for the 
needy. 


In other words, "there Is no real 


religion without the practice of 
justice and altruism. One may be 
never so assiduous In public wor- 
ship and all the forms of ritual; 
but If one Is selfish, unjust, un- 
kind, unnelghborly, oppressive of 
others, and heedless of the suffer- 
ing, and unnelghborly, then the 
Bible's specifications of real re- 
ligion have not been met. 


There has arisen in our time a 


professional lingo 
of 
technical 


terms for social service, veritable 
shop talk. Really, though, It all 
means the same thing aa the sim- 
pler, plainer words of the Bible. 
We fool ourselves Into the belief 
that all our modern concern for 
social justice, social security and 
social service is new. Whereas It 
is but the application of the atern 
teachings of the Old Testament 
prophets. 


Justice First 


Not without reason did Micah 


put justice first. Everything else 
la secondary. As Daniel Webster 
said, "Justice la the supreme con- 
cern of heaven on 
earth." The

Nobody 
can at the same time be both dls-! 
honest and religious, As 
Micah ! 
says, God hides his face

deniers of justice. 


The Everyday Test. 


In Canada, where I spend my 


summers, I learn many lessons 
from the plain folk who are my 
neighbors. One Is their sterling 
honesty. They have Inherited the 
great Christian traditions fat char- 
acter, and they carry ' them out 
in practical neighborllness. I in- 
quired concerning a klnless and 
helpless old man who will not be 
moved from his longtime home; 
and was told that the busy neigh- 
bor women take turns in caring 
for him. That sort of thing is go- 
ing on all over the land among 
everyday folk who would not rec- 
ognize themselves aa "social work- 


One notable change has been 


made by the Revised Version in 
Mioah'a most famous utterances. 
It translates the 
rather 
vague 


"love mercy" Into "love kindness." 
That brings the great principle 
down onto the common plane of 
life. The art of kindness Is for 
everyday use. Paul put it, 
"Be 


ye kind one to another, tender- 
hearted, forgiving one 
another." 


Kindness is a universal language. 
To every man and 
woman 
on 
earth every day brings opportun- 
ity for kindness. It is a more eas- 
ily recognized sign of a religious 
charitoter than theological pro- 
fundity or ecclesiastical 
ortho- 


doxy. Real Christians are kind 
in all their relationships; and by 
that label they' are recognized. 


A Steadying Backward Look 
This man Micah, whose 
words 


fit present-day conditions as a 
glove fits a hand, lived long, long 
ago, in the eighth century before 
Christ. He was a contemporary1 
of Isaiah, and la an illustration of 
the truth that there Is always 
room for a minor prophet, even In 
the presence of a major prophet; 
just as a Sunday School teacher 
has a work to fulfill even though 
the paator be a great preacher. 


The dark cloud of the Assyrian 


invasion hung over the horizon of 
Micah'a day, and colored his utter- 
ances. But had a word of hope. 
He was counsellor and comforter 
to Judah. The first three chap- 
ters of his book are gloomy, and 
almost hysterical, as he pictured 
conditions In his native land and 
the fate that was In store for her. 
But in the fourth chapter 
the 
skies clear, and he 
sees 
the 


triumph of Zlon and Jehovah, and 
the glorious day when swords shall 
be beaten into plowshares; and 
nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more," the long- 
deferred consummation for which 
our world devoutly praya.

A city visitor to a state 


fair comes away impressed 
with the work of young 
people exhibiting their own 
skills and their livestock. 
He finds that the 4-H Clubs,

Grange and rural schools 
have made great progress 
in their effort to improve 
farm life. 


"One thing seems cer- 


tain," he concludes. "The 
farm boy who is graduated 
from 
a good rural. high 


school not only has a place 
to turn, but he knows by 
experience and training a 
good deal more about the 
business of 
farming than 


his father knew 
or even 


knows now." 


This is fine as far as it 


goes. Better farming, done 
by intelligent and trained

better conditions and more 
intelligence in the realms 
beyond the farmers' con- 
trol. It calls for adequate

supplied. It calls for peace 
and international co-opera- 
tion which, unfortunately, 
do not exist in fact today. 
OUR AMERICAN ROLE 


With the breaking out of 


a war in which there seems 
to be a pretty clear line-up 
of democracies and autoc- 
racies, there is naturally a 
stronger movement to re- 
vise 
the 
Neutrality ' Act. 


People still want to remain 
officially neutral for 
the 


duration of the war. 
But 


many insist that it doesn't 
make sense to refuse to sell 
to other 
democracies the 


means- of protecting them- 
selves 
against 
aggreessor 


nations. 


That is, if the buyers of 


the defensive war supplies 
and materials in our mar- 
kets carry them away in 
their own ships. Ask almost 
any American you meet on 
the street, and he will prob- 
ably say we should sell our 
foreign' friends what they 
want if they will pay for it 
and take it away them- 
selves, 
And he is likely 


to add that we 
ourselves 


should stay at home, build 
•up our human and material 
resources 
and save 
our 


strength. 


It may be more desirable 


and necessary than it was a 
quarter of century ago, for 
us to keep out of the war, 
So great are the powers of 
destruction now, and so un- 
predictable are statesmen in 
command of the war-mak- 
ing nations, that civilization 
Itself 
may be 
shattered 


more than it was last time. 
There should be at least 
one great power left .in the 
world capable of "taking 
over" at the end of the 
exhausting struggle.

"how much too much" it 
is. 


"We can say with confi- 


dence," continues the

port, "that there is a waste 
in distribution, but we can- 
not reduce it to 'a percent- 
age figure—as a whole, or 
in any of its parts. 
Nor 


can we say that distribu- 
tion is more or less waste- 
ful than production." 


The experts may know

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


A surprising amount of traffic, 
both car and pedestrian, passes 
the intersection of East First Ave- 
nue and North Highway 76, ac- 
cording to a 72-hour count com- 
pleted recently by members of the 
state highway department main- 
tenance unit In Corslcana to sup- 
plement a petition by city officials 
lor a flasher type signal control 
at this point. 
Despite the fact that the Inter- 
section Is not one of the heaviest 
travelled from 
the 
cross-street 


standpoint, an average of more 
than 7,500 cars, trucks, other ve- 
hicles and pedestrians pass the 
point each 24 hours according to 
the survey.

total of 20,741 cars, trucks, and 
other vehicles passed the intersec- 
tion in all four directions or an 
average of 288 units per hour; the | 
pedestrian traffic was 1,886 for an 
average of 26 persons each hour.

teed ?7,500 a year. 


They were not consulted 


as to 
their 
conditions of 


service, and objected 
to 


the set-up established for 
them, They were especial- 
ly critical of the maternity 
arrangements made in the 
new law. 


In an effort to please 


the doctors, it was provid- 
ed that "no maternity pa- 
tient to whom a doctor has 
been assigned shall make 
any unreasonable demands 
on his service, and in par- 
ticular (unless in cases of 
emergency) she shall not 
summon the medical prac- 
titioner to visit her between 
the hours of 6 p. m. of any 
day and 8 a. m. of the fol- 
lowing day, not on any Sat- 
urday 
after 
12 
o'clock 


noon, nor on any Sunday 
or public holiday." Natur- 
ally the doctors bucked on 
such 
absurd 
prohibitions.

There was 
one time when the Germans were 
coming through so fast on the 
Somme that even the British gen- 
eral headquarters 
couldn't 
keep 


track of its retreating troops at 
all times. 


In the western theatre there has 


been little change. 
The French 


continue to maneuver for what 
presumably presages an attack on 
the Selgfried 
line 
proper. The 


Germans this morning were turn- 
Ing their heavy artillery on the 
French. 


The really 
outstanding 
news 


from this front was the announce- 
ment several 
hundred 
thousand 


British troops had 
been landed 


safely Ifn France and were on 
their way to the fighting line. 


And now about this much de- 


bated question as to why neither 
the 
Anglo-French 
brotherhood 


nor the Germans have employed 
their widely advertised bombing 
planes against each other to any 
great extent. 


From the German standpoint the 


paramount reason for not raiding 
either England or France presum- 
ably is Hitler's policy of refusing 
to assume the offensive against 
them. He Insists his war Is with 
Poland. 


Then there is another aspect. It 


is virtually impossible to carry 
out extensive raids against mili- 
tary objectives without endanger- 
ng the lives of civilians. It 
Is 


only a few days ago, at the out- 
break of war, that all the coun- 
tries Involved agreed not to bomb 
civilians. 


Bombing of Civilians 


The bombing of civilians in ter- 


ritory where actual fighting was- 
n't In progress certainly would 
raise a mighty roar 
of 
protest 


fom the world at large. The bomb- 
ing of London or Paris or Berlin, 
for 
Instance, 
assuredly 
would 


bring a throaty cry of "atrocity" 
from many quarters. 


So no nation would care to risk 


the displeasure of the world. Any- 
way, 
nobody wants to be the first 


to invoke such wrath. 


That brings us to the matter of 


reprisals 
in general. There 
is 


small doubt that, event if nations 
weren't restrained by moral in- 
fluences, they still would hesitate 
to start wholesale bombings for 
fear of reprisals. 


Just so sure as one of the war- 


ring capitals, or other cities, is 
bombed, there will be a quick an- 
swer In kind. And once they start 
to forge this chain of horror there 
will be no end to it. 


So who's going to be the first 


to start? Somebody will, someday 
soon. And then Old Nick himself 
will be loose. 


Believe It or not, during the 


world war there was a sort of 
tacit understanding between the 
contending forces not to 
bomb 


each others military headquarters. 
That was because the strafing of 
a headquarters brought a reprisal 
just so sure as darkness 
came. 


There didn't seem to be much 


sense In such an 
exchange. 
It 


didn't advance military operations 
a lot, and It was mighty unpleas- 
ant.

I think each school should 
be equipped 
with paper slippers 


which are so very cheap and 
which may be discarded after one 
wearing. 
These could be placed 
on the feet immediately upoon re- 
moving the stockings and worn 
about the pool until diving In, or 
to and from the showers. And, 
too, the precaution of placing a 
paper towel In the floor of the 
shower before using it would do 
much to overcome the spread of 
this nasty foot infection. 
But to give you a recipe for a 
very effective salve which you can 
make yourself. Secure from your 
druggist one ounce of Anhydrous 
Lanolin, and mix into this a level 
teaspoon of powdered garlic (you 
should be able to get this at your 
best grocer or health food store.) 
Whip into a very smooth paste, 
and apply to the affected spots 
each night. Keep the paste In u 
covered jar, and you should find 


that the above amount will last 
you about five days. Make fresh 
again after this, rather than mak- 
ing a large amount at one time. 
It has been found that athlete's 
foot usually thrives when the feet 
are moist. 
For this reason, be 
sure that you dry the feet very 
thoroughly after your bath and 
after using the pool or shower. 
Too, 
often 
people are 
careless 
about Rutting at the warm, soft 
skin between the toes, and, of 
course, this becomes a 
perfect 
breeding place for the germs. As 
an additional precaution, keep a 
can of talcum 
powder In your 


locker as well as In your bath- 
room, and sprinkle a little be- 
tween the toes after they are dry. 
Another thing, be sure that you 
change your stocking each day," or 
even twice 
It your feet 
It takes" just "a minute 
them out after 
you 


perspire 
to rinse 
change; and surely It Is worth 
these little extra efforts to set 
rid of this troublesome condition. 
And do make the salve I have 
told you about. 
It Is wonderfully 


effective, and If used consistently 
for a short time, will clear up the 
whole difficulty.

Left Halifax For

HALIFAX, N. S., Sept. *.—(/Pi— 
With vivid memories of narrow 
escapes at sea still fresh in their 
minds, more than 200 survivors of 
the British liner'Athenia, brought 
here yesterday by the American 
freighter City of Flint, scattered 
joyfully toward their homes today. 
Ill-clad and unnerved, some sur- 


vivors left this Canadian port by 
boat, some by train, and others by 
airplane and automobile. Some re- 
boarded the City of Flint when it 
left on a 48-hour run for New York 
at 6:30 p. m. (CST) yesterday. 
Tales of hysteria were set off by 
tales of high courage as the sur- 
vivors, many of them Americans, 
reached port. 
Almost all of those interviewed 
were certain the Athenia had been 
torpedoed. Miss Mary Katherino 
Underwood of Athens, Texas, said 
",we almost hit 
the submarine" 
which sent the torpedo crashing 
into the liner's vitals only a few 
hours after Britain and France en- 
tered the European war.

talk' to 
their 
physicians 
and 


nurses, have blood pressures tak- 
en, and occasionally take saline 
liquids. The liquids are given . by 
tube, for the hibernators are so 
slowed down that they are likely 
to swallow the "wrong way" and 
choke. 


This new amnesia 
state was 
developed 
at 
Temple 
Univrsity 


as a safer method of using the 
"Iced sleep" which was announc- 
ed to the American Medical As- 
sociation at St. Louis last May, 
to relieve pain in cancer. Then 
the patients were put completely 
to sleep with cold and sedatives 
lor five days. 
In amnesia 
they have 
rested 
as long as eight days 
stretch.
